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MUSEUM OFFERS SILVER AND OTHER FINE GIFTS FOR THE HOLIDAYS 

The elegance and beauty of The Cleveland Museum of Art’s upcoming exhibition, AH That 
Glitters: Great Silver Vessels in Cleveland’s Collection, has inspired the Museum Store to select 
silver and silver-plated items for its holiday store annex at the Museum and its Beachwood Place 
branch. Reproduction coffee and tea services, jewelry, holiday ornaments, and other decorative 
items are among the new merchandise featured at both locations during the exhibition 
(November 23 - January 8). 

Many new offerings are inspired by art in the Museum’s collection. A vermeil (gold-plated 
silver) and garnet pendant cross on a gold-filled 18" chain reproduces a 6th-century Byzantine gold 
repoussd cross. A sterling silver ring bears the scripture "on earth peace, good will towards men;" an 
ornamental leaf separates each word from its neighbors in this design based on a silver flagon made 
in mid- 19th-century New York, on view in All That Glitters. A stained glass window reproduces, on 
a smaller scale, the Museum’s Louis Comfort Tiffany window originally in a Cleveland Heights 
house; the reproduction, a little over a foot tall, can hang in a window or stand on an easel. 

Seasonal stationery reproducing Cleveland Museum works includes a wall calendar of Renaissance 
portraits, a pocket diary of flower images, fifteen new holiday cards, and-back by popular demand- 
an Advent calendar introduced last year. 

The stores will also offer the latest in a series of catalogues of the Museum’s holdings: 
Catalogue of American Silver: The Cleveland Museum of Art. This long-awaited publication 
illuminates the study of American silver with modern scholarship and detailed photographs. 

The Store accepts checks and Visa or Mastercard, and provides gift wrapping and shipping. 
Members of The Cleveland Museum of Art receive the customary 15% members’ discount, and 
Museum memberships will be for sale at the Museum Store.
